/."? KSQUIMALT HAltJiOH IN DE- 
FENSIBLE! 



The queatiba^that beads this 'articlo 
will be aalcad in Ottawa and London at 
the approaching sessions of the Federal 
and I 111 purial Parliaments,- and the re- 
port of the Iinpei-iul Commissioners 
who lately visited us to exariiino the 
adaptability o£ the various harbors on 
, P3ir coast for defensive purposes will 
be looked for with some anxiety. So 
far as we can learn, the doubt expressed 
by the Commissioners refers particu- 
larly to the exposed position of the 
Dockyard, and not to any luck of na- 
tural facilities for fortifying Esqui- 
malt- harbor. Cols. LovFxr. and 
"StbakgE are said to have expressed 
surprise iat the selection of Duntzo 
Point as the site of the Dockyard, be- 
cause, v\ their o|)inion, it could bo 
easily shelled by an encm3-'s ships stand- 
ing beyond tlie reach of shore- 
batteries armed with the heaviest guns 
now tnounted here. The site of the 
Dockyard was selecte.1 about twenty 
years ago and the selection has since 
mot the warm approval of every naval 
ofiBcer of eminenct* from Admiral Rich- 
ards to Admiral DeIIorsev. It is 
true that since 1860 armaments of 
every description luivo increased in 
weight and })ower of mischief, and that 
"wooden walls" are n thing of the 
past; but in their stead an ironclad 
navy carr3'ing enormous guns now 
guards the interests of Great Britain at 
home and abroad, while guns of SO and 
100 tons that propel a shot a distance 
of six miles are mounted on shore. A 
bolt fired from one of theso guns has 
penetrated armor thicker than that of 
any ironclad yet built, ond no vessel 
could survive the shock of a ball from 
one of these fonnidable weapons Crcd 
even at long range. If, then, a vossel 
carrying heavy guns were to approach 
■within striking distance of EsquiinaU, 
would * she not be exposed to a 
raking fire from as heavy guns 
as she carried plantfd on shore? 
And suppose that shore batteries could 
nob save the Dockyard, there would 
still bo torpedoes — which will hence- 
forth play a most important part in 
harbor defences. Torpedoes might 
surely be relied on tokeo[) hostile fleets 
at a respectable distace. Tlie torpedo 
system of the Prussians in 1S70 pre- 
vented the French fleet from harming a 
single German seaport. The Turks, in 
1877, with nine ironclads cruising in 
the Black Sea and the Danube, lost 
three of thflm by torpedoes, and only 
preserved the others from destruction 
by keeping well out to sea. A dis- 
tinguished English officer has recorded 
it as his opinion that the expensive 
stone fortitications which line the Eng- 
lish coast could not withstand tlie 
heavy guns of the preaeni day Qrcd 
from an ironclad, and adds that to 
torpedoes and ironclads England must 
look for immunity from attack. Tor- 
pedoes planted in Royal Roads would 
protect Esquimau harbor and Dockyard 
ixora damage by 'a;^ hostile ileot, and 
shore batteries and earthworks would 
effectually repel nn assault hj a force 
landed at Sooke or Cadboro Bay and 
inarched overland. The Commissioners 
are said to have reported in favor of 
the fortification of iSTanaimo harbour. 
That would be a wise stop, because that 
harbor would be much exposed to at- 
tack from the American side, whilst 
all tbo channels that lead to it could 
be commanded by guns planted on the 
American islands or closed to navii,'a- 
tion with torpedoes planted in the |mth 
of shipping. With modern ajipliances 
of ofienco and defence at band no har- 
bor can now be said to be indefensible, 
and although it might be advisable to 
remove the Dockyard to Indian Vil- 
lage, or some otlier point on Esquimalt 
harbor, there can bo no question as to 
the advantages possessed by that Imr- 
.bor over all others as the chief naval 
station of the North Pacific. 



THE POWERS OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL MUST NOT BE 
USURPED. 



Should the City Fathers permit the 
Provincial Government to meddle with 
the streets of the Municipality they 
may as well surrender tho right of 
self-government guaranteed unclcr the 
Act of Incorporation and eiijoyctl by 
the people of this City for tho past 
seventeen years. It is not with tho 
expenditure of the mouoy that we find 
fault ; we should be glad, indeed, to 
see work placed within the reach of 
every workingraan in the Province. 
But it is to the interference with the 
prerogatives of the Mayor and Council 
that we enter a protest. How does the 
matter stand as between the City and 
Provincial Governmenta 1 The former 
applied for a sum to be placed in 
their bands to expend ; and the Pro- 
vincial Government decline to entrust 
the amount to tho Cor])oration, but 
propose to expend it themselves ! One 
infercnco only can be drawn from this 
remarkable action of the Provincial 
Government: They deem the City 
Government incapable or unworthy. 
If the City Council had requested the 
Government to expend the money 
within tho Corporate limits, that would 
have been a good excuse for tho for- 
mer's course ; but tho Council did no- 
thing of tho kind. They asked to have 
the appropriation placed in their hands, 
and the Government reply — "We can't 
trust you, therefore we will expend the 
amount for you." This is the whole 
matter in a nutshell. The organ, which 
is subsidized to swear that black is 
white, and vice versa, tries to convcv 
the impression that this journal is op- 
posed to the expenditure of the money 
anywhere. Wo are opposed neither to 
the expenditure of tho money nor to 
the object on which it is proposed to 
expend it, Personally we shall be 
pwuniarily-ben^tfeBd'by tho improve- 



ment; bufwe are ncverthele.5s opposed 
to the Provincial Governuieut meddling 
or in any manner interfering with tlic 
street.* of this Citj* under any pretext 
whatsoever, because such meddling or 
interference is illegal. The Ratepayers 
have appointed their agents. They 
are tho Slayor and City Council. They, 
and they alone, have authority to deal 
with the highways and byway.s of tho 
City j and if tho sum proposed to bo 
spent on Pandora avenue and Yatos 
street was placed iii'thcir hands instead 
of being retained in those of iho James 
Bay trio, would tho amount of work 
furnished workingmeh lie any less! 
Of the two bodies, in point of respon- 
sibility — aye, and respectability, too, — 
the Mayor and City .Council are im- 
measurably superior to the Executive, 
and, if for no other reason, are the pro- 
per persons to superviso the expendi- 
ture. The attempt of tho Provincial 
Government to ignore the Council and 
their authority arises from a desire on 
tho part of the former to strengthen 
themselves politically. We shall bo 
much mistaken if their act does not 
produce a contrary effect.

EoiTOu Colonist :— I do not know 
who haq taken a leading part in this 
memorial business; but tho very ques- 
tionable taste of a column (bo it either 
of Greek or Roman proportions) to pcr- 
petuato the memory of tho lato Sir 
James Douglas shows want of origin- 
anlity or comprehension in the parties 
who have suggested it. Does Sir James 
not lie at Ross Bay beneath a machine- 
manufactured colunni? Has the 
column idea not become .so common 
that you can i)urohase them in over}' 
factory, sec them in every graveyard, 
under every porch, verandah or stoop? 
Besides, is not a column made to sup- 
port rjouiothing? Is a statue of Sir 
James to be put on tho top of itl If 
so, then it is well; but if not, it is a 
poor conception, showing poverty of 
design and cheapness of execution.

Tho .statue would tend to em- 
bellish tho whole structure, bo- 
sides being nearly opposite Sir James*' 
residence when he was with us.

"Vour charge agaiiust Mr. Barker, 
the artist hero," said tlio magistrate, 
" is assault and battery, I beliovo 1" 

"Yes, Sir," "And your name is " 

"Pottsl I am art critic of the Wcekh/ 
Spy" "State your case." "I called 
at Mr. Barker's studio, upon his invi- 
tation, to SCO his great picture, just 
finished, of 'Gcorgo Washington cut- 
ting down the cherry-tree with his 
hatchet,' Mr, Barker was expecting 
to sell it to Congros.s for fifty thou.sand 
dollars. He oskod ine what I thought 
of it, and after I had pointed out his 
mistake in making tho Imndlo of tho 
hatclict twice as thick a.s tlio tree, and 
ill turning the head i)f the Imtchet 
around, .so that George was cutting 
tlio tree down witli tho hamiuor end, 
I asked hiin why he foroshortonod 
George's leg so as to make it look a s 
if his lefc foot was upon tho mountain 
on tlic other side of the river."

So tiiim I suggested that ho might 
turn it into Columbus discovering 
America. Let George stand for Col- 
umbus, and the tree be turned into a 
native, and the iiatcliet made to an- 
swer for a flag, while the mountain in 
the background would answer for the 
rolling billows of the ocean. He said 
he'd be hanged if it should.

In making of this liat he 
jirocurcd tho s(.'i'viccs of private detec- 
tives. On tho strength of their reports 
the preacher called upon Police Com- 
missioner Russel to resijfn his office. 
It is not recorded that Paul ever found 
occasion to employ private detectives;

Paul could havo filled tho Boston 
Music Hall or the Brooklyn Taberna- 
cle. 

The Bishop of ^^hmchcsler, England, 
in a recent sermon .said it almost seem- 
ed to he a mockery to havo harvest 
thanksgivings this year, Many farm- 
ers had lost almost their whole crops 
and would not be able to pay their 
rents. The discipline oi^ tho ])rpsciit 
depression was severe, though timely.

mental furniture, and, consequently, I 
run the risk, .when I am treating of 
kindred topics, of employing similar 
and, at times, identical language, with- 
out intending in tliG least, to wrong any 
one. Writers of marked individuality 
possess mo entirely, photograph thcm- 
selvesoniny mind, become part of ray own 
being, so that I havo at times, and with 
utter ignorance, found myself clothing 
my thoughts in their language."
